Teen Inmate 
Sets Padded 
Cell Ablaze

COLUMBIA, Tenn. (AP) - 


Authorities say they will bring 
arson charges against a young 
prison inmate suspected of set- 
ting his Foam rubber-padded 
cell afire and unleashing toxic 
fumes that asphyxiated 42 per- 
sons. 
3-1 of them 
inmates 


trapped in their locked cells. 


Attempts to rescue the vic- 


tims were hampered when a 
deputy sheriff carrying keys to 
the Maury County Jail's 12 cells 
collided with fleeing visitors 
Sunday afternoon. He dropped 
the keys on the floor and was 
unable to find them for about 12 
minutes, officials said. 


One husband and wife, who 


both were prisoners, died in the 
fire along with his visiting 
parents and sister. In another 
family tragedy, a prisoner and 
five relatives died. 


"All the victims had got down 


on the floor as far as they could, 
laying down lo get some air...'' 
one official said. '"It seemed 
like most of the victims were 
lifeless."

padded cell was the only other 
facility available. 


Chief Deputy Bob Farmer 


said Zinmer was pulled from 
the jail's padded ceil. "Me and 
another officer drug him out," 
Farmer said. "He said he set 
it." 


The sheriff said today that 


while Zinmer was in the padded 
cell just before the fire broke 
out, "one of the visitors gave 
him a cigarette." 


Eight of the 42 victims were 


visitors leaving at the end of 
Sunday's 
one-hour 
visiting 


period. 


There were 56 inmates in the 


jail at the time of the fire. Of the 
22 who got out alive, 19 were 
flown by helicopters to two hos- 
pitals in Nashville, about fiO 
miles north of Columbia, of- 
ficials said. 


Authorities said 18 other per- 


sons, including nv«» firemen, 
were treated for injuries at local 
hospitals. 


Gov. Hay Blanton, who flew 


over the fire in a helicopter, 
said. "We know it has to l>e one 
of the greatest tragedies we've 
ever had in Tennessee." 


Blanlim promised an'invcs- 


tigation. "When you have 42 
persons dead within a 
few 


minutes." he said, "you need to 
know why they were lust." 


Authorities said the burning

Tougher Auto Mileage Rules Proposed 


. WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Carter 
administration 
is 


proposing 
new 
automobile 


mileage standards, maintaining 
they could eventually save 10 
billion gallons of fuel a year. 


The standards, 
announced 


Sunday 
by 
Transportation 


Secretary Brock Adams. KO 
beyond those already approved 
by Congress. 


Under the new standards, 


passenger 
automobiles 


manufactured in the United 
States would have to achieve an 
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average fuel economy of 22 
miles per gallon in 1981 model 
cars, 24 m.p.g. in 1982. 26 
m.p.g. in 19S3 and 27 m.p.g. in 
1984. 


Th'e Department of Transpor- 


tation said the standards mean 
cars will have to be smaller and 
lighter, with most engines hav- 
ing four or six cylinders, not 
eight. 
- Congress has set standards of 
IS. 19 and 211 m.p.g. for model 
years 1978. 1979 and 198(1. and a 
long-range standard of 27.5 
m.p.g. by 1985. 


Adams revealed the new 


standards on CBS-TVs "Face 
the Nation" and in a news 
release. 


"These standards ensure that 


the American public will have 
available in the next decade 
cars that 
have good 
fuel 


economy, improved safety, and 
low emissions." he said. 


"Cars built in the early HISfls 


to meet these standards should 
save the new car owner about 
$1,000 over the life of the 
vehicle, compared with those 
lieing manufactured today." 
Adams said. 


He also said the National 


Highway Traffic Safely 
Ail- 


ministration has been ordered 
to review even higher standards 
for ears manufactured in I!t85 
and iK'yond and perhaps 19S4 as 
well. Congress would have to 
approve anv increase ln-vimd 


the 27.5 m.p.S- standard. 


The proposed new standards 


were required ~by the Motor 
Vehicle Information and Cost 
Savings Act. Under terms of the. 
act, 
average 
fuel 
economy 


figures are computed on the 
basis of average consumption of 
all passenger automobiles in a 
company's line for a particular 
model year. 


A manufacturer can make 


and sell cars that get less than 
the standard gas mileage, but it 
must balance off the 
gas- 


guzzlers with sales of cars that 
exceed the standard. 


Congress is still debating 


President Carter's request for a 
tax on the sales of cars that use 
a lot of gas. But the House Ways 
and 
Means Committee has 


killed his proposed rebates for 
buyers of fuel-efficient cars.

Court Advances Aid 
To Parochial Schools 


The U.S. Supreme Court last week- 


approved substantial public assistance 
for parochial school systems. 


The decision tested an Ohio statute 


which revised a Pennsylvania measure 
stricken by the Court two years ago as 
unduly intruding a state government 
into religious instruction. 


The Ohio ruling reaffirmed a three- 


way test adopted in 1971 in another 
contest involving public assistance to 
private and parochial schools. 


To pass the test the state statute 


'must be non-religious in purpose, may 
neither advance nor inhibit religion, 
and must not foster excessive govern- 
mental entanglement with religion. 


Specifically, the Court reached the 


following results in the Ohio case: 


It approved, by a 6-3 vote, lending of 


public school textbooks to parochial 
pupils. This had been upheld in the 
Pennsylvania ruling as help to an in- 
dividual rather than to an institution. 
-'. By anpther 6-3 vote the Court upheld 
;state payments for testing and test 
/scoring 
parochial 
students. 
The 


.majority 
reasoned 
the 
religious 


schools 
do not control the 
test 


procedures ,and that state govern- 
ments have an interest in all children 
receiving 
basic 
non-religious 


schooling. , 
- An 8-1 division sustained speech, 
Hearing and psychological diagnostic 
services given at the parochial school. 
Again, the Court reasoned those ser- 
vices are to the individual, not to his

A like approval was accorded to 


therapy for the handicapped and other

barrier. This 'reverses a conclusion • 
from the Pennsylvania case. 


By another 6-3 vote the Court banned 


Ohio from subsidizing movie projec- 
tors, tape recorders, maps and glojjes, 
record players, science kits and other 
instructional, materials. This in the 
majority's view, is ah outright grant of 
public funds for church 
oriented 


schools. 


In an 8-1 vote, the Court barred state 


reimbursed field trips for the same 
reasoning given on instructional 
materials. 


The initial reaction at Lansing is 


that, the 
Ohio decision 
will not 


materially change 'the situation in 
Michigan whose constitution explicitly, 
prohibits-direct aid to church related 
schools. Fringe benefits such as bus- 
ing have been upheld, but the Lansing 
experts feel the extensions allowed 
under the Ohio decision would not pass ' 
the Michigan constitutional test. " 


An interesting sidelight to the Ohio 


decision is that Justice William Bren- 
nan, the one Catholic on the Court, 
voted consistently against every aspect 


. of the Ohio aid program. 


As a matter of cold logic, those parts 


of the Ohio program sustained by the 
majority do fly in the face of the consr 
litutional doctrine of separation of 
church and state. 


The majority borrowed from the 


adage of exceptions to a rule have to be 
judged at times by what may result 
from a rigid application of the rule. 


Running through the majority's lan- 


guage is today's financial fact of life. 


Very few parochial schools are free 


from the financial bind afflicting the 
public systems and if the parochial 
school closes down, its demise could 
easily collapse the already staggering 
public school. 


One of the dissenters described the 


majority's conclusion as an annual gift 
of almost $90 million in Ohio tax funds 
to the parochial system in the Buckeye 
state. 


He is correct, yet as a contributing

We're Not Losing Trade. 
Just Fighting A Cartel 


''•• - Normally, when someone builds an 
." obstruction in the path of another, the 
-second person either removes the obs- 
•Itacle or finds a satisfactory way 
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around it. In the case of the OPEC oil 
cartel's oil price bludgeon, the United 
States has neither removed the obs- 
tacle nor found a satisfactory substi- 
tute. It simply pays whatever the 
monopolists ask. 
' 


That acquiescence is costing the 


U.S. dearly, both psychologically and 
monetarily. The whopping record 
"trade" deficits of recent months are 
not really trade deficits at all. Remove 
(he oil factor from trade and the Unit- 
ed States has been running a strong 
trade surplus for almost five years. 
The total of its trade deficit is caused 
by staggering oil price increases. 


So it is time to slop including what 


amounts to a blackmail price on oil in 
trade balances. Call it for what it is, 
but don't call it trade. 
* 


The next step is to get back to 


basics. Either remove the OPEC obs- 
tacle or find a way around it. The na- 
tion, and the industrial world for that 
matter, cannot live indefinitely being 
bled to the extent of $30 billion to $40 
billion annually by OPEC. 


Despite the cartel, competitive 


forces slill play an important role in 
world trade. Develop energy substi- 
tutes in large volume and watch how 
fast OPEC prices tumble. Conserva- 
tion is a commendable afterthought, 
but it doesn't solve the problem by 
removing the obstacle or finding a sa- 
tisfactory way around it. 


New U-M Survey Shows 
Consumer Confidence Up 


ANN ARBOR,.Mich. (AP) — 


Despite • concerns over 
the 


Carter Administration's energy 
program, consumers are more 
confident than they have been in 
the last 4l/2 years, according to 
the University of Michigan Sur- 
vey Research Center. 


But a survey of consumer at- 


titudes last month showed that 
expectations 
of 
continued 


improvement in _ the economy 
are steadily declining, the 
center reported. 


The'latest nationwide sample 


of consumer attitudes, released 
today, showed a mark of 89.1 
points on the Index of Consumer * 
Sentiment, up 1.6 points from 
February 1977. and the highest 
level since fall 1972. 


The 100-point index is based 


on nationwide consumer atti- 
tudes as of February 1966. 


According to survey founder 


George Katona, the May survey 
showed an consumers feel bel- 


ter about personal financial 
progress, current business con- 
ditions and buying markets for 
cars, houses and durable goods. 


"More respondents reported 


in .May 1977 than at any time - 
since 1972, that their families 
were belter off financially than 
a year earlier, many of them 
citing higher incomes as the 
principal reason," the report 
stated. 


However, it added, "expected 


changes in personal finances 
were less favorable in May, 
reversing 
the 
entire 


improvement made in early 
1977." 


Although 
consumer 
con- 


fidence 
has 
regained 
its 


prerecession 
levels, 
survey 


director Richard Curtin said, a 
levcling-off in the index during 
the past nine months cast some 
doubts on favorable spending 
implications beyond 1977. 


Curtin noted that the index

Medicine now quietly ponder 
the future of American health 
care. Only a smalt, discreet

to follow up. Sources of con- 
tamination 
are 
being con- 


trolled. Consumers would be 
hard put indeed, as would the 
MDA, 
to go into their neigh- 


borhood 
stores 
loday 
and 


purchase food contaminated 
with PBB even at trace levels. 


The American food supply is 


the most prolecled, tested, 
analyzed and investigated food 
supply in Ihe world. It is also, 
almosi certainly, the cic-anest 
and safest. A vacation trip to 
almosi any country outside Ihe 
United States will attest to 
thai. 


Remember though, that when 


food is under Ihe level of sur- 
veillance lhal our federal and 
state governments regularly 
maintain, contaminants will be 
found from time to time. That, 
after all, is the whole point and 
purpose of inspection and test- 
ing programs. 


Recognizing a problem is 


important, but of greater sig- 
nificance is the resolution of 
the problem or what is being 
done about it.

DEAR DK. LAMB — I am a 


male age 59 and have trouble 
getting my bowels to move 
unless I take a laxative. Doesn't 
that sound to you like I have a 
lazy or inactive liver. As long as 
1 can keep that bile flowing my 
bowels move all right. I have 
tried the high filx?r diet that you 
have recommended 
but that 


doesn't seem to do any good. 


The doctors say there isn't 


anything wrong with my liver or 
gall bladder but it sure doesn't 
seem to be doing anythirfg 
unless it is nudged a Jittle to get 
the bile flowing. Would-you 
recommend seeing another doc- 
tor or what can a IKTSOII do for a 
lazy inactive liver? 


DEAR READER - Your doc- 


tors are probably right — that 
there is nothing wrong with 
your liver. Metre likely you are 
one of the many victims of the 
laxative habit. 


What happens is that the 


laxative empties your bowel 
ahead of time. Then there will 
not I>e a movement again until it 
is filled. The lag leads a person 
to take a laxative again and-soon 
that person is hooked on laxa- 
tives. 


You need bowel training. I am 


sending you Tiie Health Letter 
number 2-1, Irritable or Spastic 
Colon and Constipation. Follow- 
that program every day and be 
patient and you may be able to 
overcome your, problem. Others

fine and not obvious. Under the

influence of male Jiormone, tes- 
tosterone, 
it 
may 
become 


Iteavier and more marked. That 
may make the natural fine hair 
on the upper lip unsightly. You 
may be surprised to know that 
women and men both form tes- 
tosterone and estrogen. The ra- 
tio is what counts. Ttie adrenal 
gland, over the kidneys, is able 
to produce estrogen and tes- 
tosterone in both males and 
females. 
When a woman's 


ovaries stop functioning for any 
reason or are removed, the 
adrenal gland becomes the 
main source of male and female 
hormones. If it is producing an 
increased 
amount 
of tes- 


tosterone then a woman may 
income more male and less 
female, in terms of external 
secondary sexual characteris- 
tics. 


Some hormone preparations 


are combinations, including two 
lynes of female hormones and 
testosterone.

DETROIT (AP) - Despite a 


state warning to sports fisher- 
men not to eat some of their 
catch, health officials say fish 
sold in Michigan restaurants 
and markets is safe to eat. 


Sales and prices plunged after 


a warning two weeks ago from 
the state Department of Public 
Health to Michigan fishermen 
not to eat more than half a 
pound per week of certain fish 
which might be. contaminated. 


Most of the fish on the health 


department's warning list are 
not being sold in Michigan, and 
those available in markets and 
restaurants are being moni- 
tored carefully, officials said. 


Those species on the warning 


list but available in Michigan 
are often from out of state, the 
officials said. 


The younger the fish and the 


farther north it was caught, the 
more likely it is to IK? safe, they 
added. 


Not all fish in the 111 species 


listed in the warning are prone 
to contamination, and many 
popular .Michigan fish did not 
test high in the contaminants, 
officials said. 


Among those, were \vhitefish, 


perch, smelt, brown trout, 
menominees, herring, suckers 
and a variety of panfish, such as 
crappics, bluegills. rock bass 
and sunfish. 


Warnings have been issued 


before — as in the late 19(ills 
DDT scare — but this was the 
first time one has been dis- 
tributed to sports fishermen 
with their new fishing licenses.

Some Flu Shots Are 'Unnecessary9 


CHICAGO (AP) — The developer of the Sabin live-virus 


vaccine against polio says there is no longer a basis for 
recommending yearly flu vaccinations for elderly and other 
high-risk groups. 


Dr. Albert B. Sabin reports in the current issue of the 


.Imirnal of the American Medical Association that the vac- 
cinations are unnecessary in many cases because flu-related 
death rates have declined. Dr. Sabin, currently with the 
Medical University of South Carolina, Charleston, said he 
concluded that the formula used by the Center for Disease 
Control to estimate deaths from flu and high-risk related 
disease "has given exaggerated figures" since 1970. 


He estimates there were 3.1S4 flu-related deaths during 


1974-75, while the CDC estimated 17,400. 


"It is evident," Sabin said, "that influenza viruses now play 


a minor role in the amount of annual influenza-like illness in 
the United States," during periods between epidemics. He 
said that since there is no longer a flu-related death increase 


from pneumonia and chronic flu-related diseases, "there 
would appear to be no justification for the current recom- 
mendation that influenza A and B vaccines be administered 
annually to so called high-risk groups, including all those 65 
and older." 


Sabin said his research has found that: Deaths from 


pneumonia, which increased during A-type flu outbreaks up to 
1970, have declined since then. 


Mortality from so-called high risk conditions — bronchitis, 


cardiac ailments, asthma, and others — which can be fatal in 
conjunction with a flu attack, has shown a continuing decrease 
since 1969, despite epidemics of type A virus influenza since 
then. 


A recent study by the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta 


showed only a small portion of disability attributed to 
influenza is acutally caused by influenza A-and B-type 
viruses.

'Cartercar' Had Everything 
Circus Showoffs Could Want

DETROIT (AP) - In-1901. a bicycle salesman in Jackson, 


llich., thought of a different drive principle for those new- 
fangled things called automobiles. He called it a Cartercar. 


Byron Carter didn't use gears. Instead, he set up a system of 


two perpendicular wheels. The result was a car with infinitely 
many gears and a thousand speeds. 


The car cost about JI.6W and averaged 10.5 miles to a gallon 


of gasoline — a gas-guzzler by today's standards. The 
lightweight, two-cylinder machine may not be President 
Carter's answer to energy conservation or auto emissions, but 
it had its day. 


In 1908, to celebrate the nomination of John Kern as running 


mate to presidential candidate William Jennings Bryan, about 
10 husky young Hoosiers jammed into a Cartercar and tooled 
six miles to the Indiana Fairgrounds. Midgets Mrs. General 
Tern Thumb and Count Magri demonstrated the Cartercar. 


The cars, built from 1803 to 1915. w-ere a novelty and flaunted 


at circuses and state fairs. A Cartercar could climb a 50 per 
cent grade with a full load, and there were plenty of stunts to 
demonstrate that feat. 


Cartercars were sold to Detroit department store J.L. Hud- 


son's and cereal maker Kellogg Co. in Battle Creek. In March 
1906, the Hudson's car traveled 1,172 miles and averaged 12 
miles an hour. 
• 


A special Cartercar was built for the paymaster of Detroit 


after several foot patrols had been robbed and the city's 
paychecks stolen. The Cartercar was a "'bank on wheels" — it 
had a special locked compartment in the rear to thwart thugs. 


Byron Carter's first model, road-ready in 1903, was a 


runabout on a 75-inch wheelbase that weighed only 650 pounds. 
A patent was granted in 1904. Its two-cylinder, air-cooled en- 
gine was up at the front under the bonnet. The car, called a 
Carter, was cheap and reliable.' i!n 1905. Carter, several 
backers and $150,000 formed the Motorcar Co. in Detroit. 


Carter was second rice president and the new cars were called 
Cartercars. Three years later, the firm became the Cartercar 
Co. 


There were 101 cars produced in the 1906 model year. Ac- 


cording to several reports, the three models had the same 
machinery' but interchangeable lops — a, delivery vehicle i 
racy roadster and a sedate five-passenger coupe. This was one 
way to keep up with the Joneses, who would think you had 
three cars when it was really just one body underneath. The 
iden-was soon dropped.

Cartercars for 1900 had an enclosed chain casing, eliminat- 


ing the worry that a loose stone would knock the chain off the 
sprockets. That year, two new fcur-cylinder Cartercars hit the 
market. One had 24 horsepower and one 30 .h.p. They sold for 
$1,000. fully equipped. 


Cartercars kepj getting bigger and more luxurious. Prices 


reached §1,875 in 1911 for a touring car with a.40 h.p. engine, 
a top. windshield and speedometer. 


By 191.3, no Cartercars qualified as low-priced autos. Thc\ 


left that market to Henry Ford. Sales began to drop and in 1914 
Cartercar produced a small, light touring car, at 20 h.p. 


But Cartercar and its friction patent was one of 30 small 


automakers bought out by William Durant. president of a 
fledgling company called General Motors. GM began taking 
more and more control of Carter, and by 1915. the Cartercar 
didn't even look like its predecessors. 


Soon after that. Carter Co. stock fell. By the fall of 1915. all 


Cartercars had been sold. That was it. No more Cartercars

The city's main fire station is

Deputy Sheriff William Duke 


said it "took at least a half 
hour" to get

Rescuers seeking to get to the

'about 10 minutes after the fire 
was reported and was used to 
knock down one of the jail's 
walls in an effort to reach the 
trapped victims.

People were hollering that one 
man was dead. Then they 
hollered that three were dead. 


"I was doing a lot of praying. 


But then I passed out. The next 
thing I knew I was in the hospi- 
tal lying on a stretcher. 


"I don't know who got me out 


or how they cot me out. But I 
think it took them way too long 
to do it. I don't think they were 
interested in saving lives. 1 
guess they thought we would 
escape if they opened the cell 
doors." 


Phil \Vright. 29, foreman at a 


steel plant ir. Columbia was 
among these who pulled the 42 
bodies from the jail. 


"The prisoners were lying on 


top of each other," he said. "In 
fact we had to untangle them. It 
was an awful sight." 


Wright also joined rescuers in 


using sledgehammers to punch 
holes in the jail to reach the 
victims. 


"We finally broke through the 


wall and found our way inlo a 
cellblock where we knocked 
open a door," he said. "There 
were four men in there. And 
there were about six in the cell 
next door. Nobody could have 
gotten out of there. The smoke 
almost got me too." 


Voss said prisoners, permit- 


ted to smoke in their cells, had 
tried in the past to set the pad- 
ded cell afire with cigarette 
lighters but without success. 
Asked why it burned this time, 
he said, "We'll find that out 
tomorrow when we go back in to 
inspect the building." 


None of the prisoners escaped 


from custody during the blaze, 
.he said. Three inmates escaped 
last Thursday when a jailer 
opened the door and the inmates 
. ran over him. Security at the 
jail was stronger this weekend. 


Hickman said officials were 


concerned

evacuation because they were 
required five years ago to move 
inmates out when gas from a 
leaky main below the jail ignit- 
ed. 


Voss said that in that fire, 


which he said occurred "before 
he was sheriff, all prisoners 
were safely evacuated. 


"No one was hurt. We got 'em 


all out," Voss said. "But I have 
no idea what their evacuation 
plans were," he said.

Gays Hold Big Demonstrations

Chanting and carrying placards, thousands of homosexuals, 


lesbians and their supporters — an estimated 100,000 in San 
Francisco alone — marched in major cities around the country to 
mark "Gay Pride Week" and demand equal rights for gays. 
Police in San Francisco said the more than 100,000 persons who 
gathered there Sunday may have exceeded the size of the largest 
demonstrations in the 1960s against the war in Vietnam. In New 
Mirk, police estimated about 12,000 persons took part in a parade 
that stretched for 28 blocks along Fifth Avenue to a rally at 
Central Park. The marchers were led by 1.000 placard-carrying 
supporters of the Lesbian Feminist Alliance. In Chicago, a color 
guard of men in leather vests and visored motorcycle caps 
dripping with heavy, chrome-plated chain led about 2,000 
marchers. In Miami, where singer Anita Bryant recently led a 
campaign in which voters repealed an ordinance prohibiting 
Discrimination in employment and housing based on sexual 
preferences, several hundred persons chanted "Human rights are 
absolute," "Out of the closets and into the streets" and "We don't 
look like perverts" as they paraded through a residential area 
with a large homosexual population. 


Information Act Is Headache 


. WASHINGTON (AP) — The federal Freedom of Information 
Act is causing a major headache for government agencies that arc 
trying to decide what information they are free to disclose. There 
is a headache, too, for businesses, which sometimes discover the 
federal government is releasing to competitors information the 
businesses thought was confidential. Officials estimate there are 
thousands of government bureaucrats engaged each day in 
processing requests for information under the act. passed by 
Congress in 1966 and amended in 1975. Most of the requests are 
handled routinely, but some, especially requests involving 
businesses, end up in the courts. The Justice Department has 10, 
full-time attorneys engaged solely in litigating Freedom of In- 
formation Act and related cases, and an lllh is being hired.

Sunday's Bad Election Day 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — An experiment in Sunday balloting 


fell short of Milwaukee County officials' goal of inspiring an 
increased voter turnout on the average citizen's day off. "We 
shouldn't do this again," a poll worker decided after weighing 
the public response to Sunday's special primary election for a 
seat on the county's Board of Supervisors. The 1st District 
turnout was only 1,991 despite sunny weather and vote- 
promotion publicity spearheaded by the county's executive 
administrator, William F. O'Donnell. It was the lowest tur- 
nout on record for a primary, the worst having been in a 
regular weekday primary in 1976 when 4,029 voted m the 4th 
District. If Sunday's experiment showed any benefits, it may- 
have been that the flow of voters was less congested than on 
a weekday when there is usually a supper-time rush of voters 
trying to squeeze in their balloting between leaving work and 
getting home. There were 14 candidates on Sunday's ballot, 
with the iwo winning nominees getting, unofficially, 69.3 and 
247 votes. They face off in another Sunday voting experiment 
July 24.

. can combine with other substances to form a nitrosamine, which 
some authorities say is among the most potent of cancer-causing 
agents. A panel of experts originated by the Agriculture Depart- 


• ment nearly three years ago meets today to examine evidence 
' relating to nitrites and cancer. Assistant Agriculture Secretary 


Carol Tucker Foreman heads the panel. She recently added four 
new members to the panel, including three cancer research 
scientists.

Thomas Jefferson called if "a splendid misery"; Harry Truman, "the big white jail"; 


William Howard Taft, "The loneliest place in the world." 


Kidding about the presidency, John F. Kennedy said the job was good, the pay was fine, the 


working and living conditions were superb and, besides, it involved only a small commute 
between home and office. 


Not kidding, he said, after Iwo years. "The problems are more difficult than I imagined 


them to be. Tiie responsibilities placed on the United Stales arc greater than 1 imagined them 
tii be. and there are greater limitations upon our ability to bring about a favorable result than 
J had imagined them to be..." 


On Feb 10 1961," Kennedy has been on the job only three weeks. On this day, which begins 


at 9 and ends at 8, he sees more than 100 people, singly«r in groups, cabinet members, agency 
heads, diplomats, congressmen, staff assistants, a variety with a variety of purposes, ranging 
from the Mardi Gras queen to the director of the CIA. 


At 5:01 p.m., awaiting the French ambassador, the President rises from his desk. Sitting in 


one place for more than 15 minutes makes him restless because of his back brace. He goes to 
the window overlooking Dwight Eisenhower's putting green and opens a newspaper to the 
editorial page. 


George Tames, who is shooting a-day-in-tlie-life-of layout for the New York Times, moves In 


from an open doorway where lie has been watching his prey. He is not thinking of the ages or 
the burdens of the presidency but only that here is a dramatic picture, the man silhouetted 
against the twilight and framed by the drapes and the flags. He shoots three versions. The 
President looks up. "George," he asks, "where do you suppose this columnist gets all this 
junk?"

ban is being prepared.

FDA promised to reopen its 
hearing process in order to 
evaluate it.

(hat saccharin is a human car- 
cinogen. Data collected during

Residents 
of 
this 


moneyed Minneapolis suburb, 
thousands of them, are taking 
the bus to work. 


They're leaving their cars at 


home for an air-conditioned ride 
costing 30 to 60 cents. 


Half the people who enter 


downtown Minneapolis during 
peak commuter hours are on 
buses, the Metropolitan Transit 
Commission says. The clean, 
red vehicles carry 63 million 
people a year, an increase of 40 
per cent since the commission 
took over a rundown private bus 
line seven years ago. 


Using a savvy advertising and 


marketing program, the com- 
mission has made bus riding in 
the Twin Cities of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul the thing to do — 
almost fun — and has certainly 
changed the image of the bus 
rider. 


"In 1969 the person on the 


street would say the buses were 
for the poor and the infirm. In 
1973 they looked at buses as be- 
ing kind of a smart alternative 
for some people. And now a lot 
of people say, 'I wish 1 could 
ride a bus.'" said Lee Lynch, 
president 
of the firm lhal 


handles the commission's ad- 
vertising. 


It's not uncommon for real 


estate ads to boast of proximity 
to bus routes in the same line 
with 
oak 
woodwork, 
two 


fireplaces and a swimming 
pool. 


Bus ridership is on the upsw- 


ing throughout Ihe counlry, but 
only a few cities have matched 
the success of Minneapolis-St. 
Paul. And all of them rely 
heavily on taxpayer support to 
maintain low fares. 


In Atlanta, a bus ride costs 15 


cents. The Metropolitan Allanla 
Rapid Transit Authority has 
increased ridership by 20 
million in five years, to 77 
million. A1 per cent sales tax in 
Atlanta and its suburbs provid- 
ed nearly 553 million in sub- 
sidies last year, and half the 
subsidy went for the buses, the 
other half for construction of a 
rapid rail system. 


In Seattle, the 30-50-ccnt fares 


support only 30 per' cent of the 
$120 million annual budget, the 
taxpayers pay the rest. New- 


buses, new signs and shelters, a 
park-and-ride 
commuter 


program, free rides in the 
downtown area, and an exten- 
sive advertising campaign have 
boosted ridership 40 per cent, to 
42 million, in four years. 


The Salt Lake City bus system 


has boosted ridership a whop- 
ping 273 per cent to II million in 
six years. Fares are among the 
lowest in the country: 15 cents 
basic and 10 cents for sludents 
and elderly. A 25-mile trip from 


downtown to the Alia ski resort 
is 50 cents. 


Sixty per cent of the Min- 


ncapolis-St. Paul bus operating 
budget of $52 million is lax-sup- 
ported. Building ridership — 
not breaking even — is the 
transit commission's mandate. 


Mass transit in the Twin Ci- 


ties used lo mean slreet cars; at 
one time 220 million people rode 
the trolleys every year. But the 
automotive age after World War 
11 led to buses which could 


maneuver among cars, and 
eventually to a viscious cycle of 
ridership decline and service 
cuts by the private bus line. 


With the zest of Madison 


Avenue selling a bar of soap, the 
commission and Lynch's ad 
agency began selling the joys of 
bus 
riding. 
They 
polled, 


researched. 
wrote 


demographics, and targeted. 
They went after the affluent 
aduit male, telling him it cost 
$1.900 to drive a car to work 
each year compared to $300 on 
the bus. 


"We tried to persuade him 


that the bus was similar to a 
car, dependable and cost ef- 
ficient," said Greg Fern, the 
commission's marketing direc- 
tor. The secrel, he said, was 
getting someone to try a bus 
once. 


"Ridership is built upon a 


first trial. If the impression is 
favorable there is a likelihood of 
returning," said Fern. To make 


a good impression, the com- 
mission poured money into 
equipment. 


It bought 900 new buses with 


comfortable seats and air con- 
ditioning and built 343 shelters, 
half of them heated. 


Telephone operators were 


hired lo answer route questions 
from 6 a.m. to 1 a.m., the buses 
were washed every day, fares 
were reduced and the media 
campaign was begun. 


The current advertising calls 


the bus the "Oughtamobile." 
An owner's manual tells riders 
where to catch it, how to read a 
schedule and how to get off the 
bus: "You should pull the cord 
about three-fourths of a block 
from your stop. One pull is 
enough. No, people won't point 
and stare." 


"Set your jaw with firm de- 


termination," the manual says. 
"Walk right pasl that car of 
yours and down to the corner 
bus stop." 


Mike Todd's Body

"to Ally. Gen. Griffin Bell. And

• As remarkable as this may 
-seem, neither is willing to vouch 


for the bureau's lawfulness.. 


Both say they believe and 


hope no wrongdoing is occur- 
'ring and they're taking steps to 
1 prevent it. But they leave the 
public with lingering doubt, 
-perhaps because they have 


- some doubts of their own. 
'. At a House- subcommittee 
; hearing recently, Bell showeii 
-signs of the frustration he feels 
"at trying to come to grips with 
the traditionally secret'society 
; of the FBI. 
- Are you convinced, he was 
-asked, that the FBI no longer 
"burglarizes homes and offices. 
; opens private mail, illegally 
• taps telephones and plots dirty 


tricks against political ac- 
tivists? 


"I don't want to say whether 


anything is going on or is not 
going on. There are 20,000 
people in Hie FBI. It's too big. I 
wouldn't know that." he con- 
fessed. 


With the optimism of a new- 


man on the job. Bell said the 
continuing Justice Department 
investigation of FBI misdeeds 
should settle the question, and 
"I think I will reach the point" 
of certainty that no wrongdoing 
is occurring. 


Kellcy may not share Bell's 


optimism because he knows 
from his owntsad experience 
that a man takes risks if he 
swears to the FBI's good 
behavior. 


Two years ago, he confidently

"Everyttiing was slowed 
down, and what I saw was like 
slides of the ground and the 
tree." 


By moving his body around to 


deflect different parts with the 
air. he said, he was trying to 
land as close as possible to the 
center of the tree. He said he 
was afraid that if he didn't land 
near the center, he would fall 
directly on the ground. 


Brod'ie landed in the center of 


the tree, knocking oil many 
branches. The people who found 
him said he was embedded 
about 14 inches in the soft, 
swampy ground. 


During the fall, friends and 


other skydivers on the ground 
were watching. Anticipating 
where he was going to land, they 
ran to the area., 


"They walked right past me 


once, because I was embedded 
in the soft ground," he said. 


But then he sat up and 


moaned, and Joyce Carpenter, 
the wife of one of the Rainbow- 
Flyers, discovered him first. 
Mrs. Carpenter is a nurse. 


"When I first realized what 


was going on, I was in the 
emergency room." he said. "I 
opened my eyes, and the last 
thing I could remember was 
going into the tree, thinking I 
was going to die. 


'"My God. I'm alive'," 


thought. "I actually pulled.it 
off. I was really on a high then. 


"I don't understand it. The 


doctors didn't understand it. 
It's amazing." 


There were no broken bones, 


and he had only a few stitches in 
a cut on his neck. Exploratory 
surgery showed 
only a 


bruised 
pancreas and gall 


bladder, Brodie said. 


In a few weeks. Brodie said, 


he'll be physically able to jump 
again.

as 
the 
pilot,

Clarence Scoficld of Greenville, 
and four skydivers: Dale R. 
Kubasiak, 26, of Grand Rapids; 
Keith Goff. 26, of Grand Haven; 
Philip Clark, 34, of Grand 
Rapids, and Alan Koeman, 47, 
of Zeeland. 


Members of the club had been 


practicing jumps all morning, 
police said. 


Witnesses told police the 


plane appeared to hit a cross- 
wind as it rose from the track, 
made an abrupt turn and 
nosedived into a wooded area. 


Two of the victims were 


thrown from the craft. Two 
others were pulled from the 
wreckage by the plane's owner, 
Wyrnond Wilds, who raced to 
the scene along with other club 
members 
after seeing the 


crash. 


The pilot was trapped inside

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Kennedy Dies,, Leaves NBA Growth Legacy 


WALTER KENNEDY 


STAMFORD. Conn. (AP) - . 


Former National Basketball 
Association 
Commissioner 


Walter Kennedy has left a 
legacy of change that resulted in 
the betterment of basketball. 


The professional basketball 


world, which grew up under his 
firm 
but gentle guidance, 


reacted with deep regret to his 
death Sunday night. 


Kennedy, who was &4, died of 


cancer at St. Joseph's Hospital 
in Stamford, Conn. 


NBA Commissioner Lawrence 


O'Brien, who succeeded Ken- 
nedy in 1975, said: "Speaking 
from my heart, ! have admired 
Walter Kennedy for the last two 
decades, first from his reputa- 
tion, then from our personal 
acquaintance. . 


"No one has made more of a 


contribut ion to sports and 
basketball in particular than he 
did. It was a challenge for me to 
succeed him and I know that he 
will be sorely missed by the 
NBA staff and all our members 
across the country." 


Kennedy was the -19-year-old 


mayor of Stamford, Cnnn.. when 
ho was chosen to replace 73- 
year-old Mariee Podoloff, who 
retired Sept. 1.1963. 


"1 do not anticipate any more 


difference wilh the nine men 
(the number of owners in 1903) 
than I had as mayor of a city of 
100,000 people." Kennedy said 
on being* named commissioner. 
"Nobody ever looks for Utopia 
because you know you'll never 
•find it." 


When Kennedy took office, his 


two major objectives were to 


" return the NBA to national 


teleusion and lo expand the 
league. He accomplished both. 
Today there are 22 teams in the 
.NBA, which boasts strong local 
and network television support. 


Kennedy, who called himself 


"a man for my time" during his 
12 years as commissioner of the 
major pro basketball league, 
had wanted to bo a commis- 
sioner for life. However, he re- 
tired in 1975 because he was fed 
up with the high-pressure world 


of 
sports. 
The 
nmtinmms 


congressional hearings, the 
lawyers, the high priced con- 
tracts, somehow didn't fit into 
his world. 


"I'm retiring because of my 


he dill and because 1 think this 
is a new era." Kennedy said in 
an interview alxmi three months 
before he retired on June 1 
1975. 


Kennedy 
served 
as 
the 


publicity man for the league 
when it was known us ihe 
Basketball 
Association 
of 


America, from 194B-49, and for 
two years after it became the 
NBA. He also assigned game 
otficals for two years. 


At various times, he was as- 


sociated 
with 
the 
Harlem 


C'lok'trotiers and Little League 
baseball and was a coach and 
official in high schools and prep 
schools in New England. From 
194:1 to 1946 he was publicity 
director for Notre Dame, his al- 
ma mater. 


A spokesman for St. Joseph's 


Hospital said Kennedy nderwent 


surgery one year ago for a 
malignant melanoma of the 
back and for the past year was 
receiving 
inumuiutlierapy 


treatments. Two months ago, 
blood tests revealed the cancer 
had spread to the liver. 


Kennedy is survived by his 


widow. Marion; his two sons, 
David and Robert, sports editor 
of the Stamford Advocate, and 
his daughter, Kathie. 


Funeral arrangements were 


to be planned by Leo Gallagher 
and Sons of Stamford.

This scenario is not wholly 


implausible, but there are two 
things Benn might keep in 
mind: first, the maxim thai if 
you play with anything too hard, 
it will break — a rerun of the 
last Tory-busting union act, 
with shortages of heal, light, 
food and, above all, wages, 
might trigger an overpowering 
working-class backlash against 
the primitives. Second, Mar- 
garet- Thatcher,

All Ibis is speculative. What 


we do know is that

But maybe cagey Callaghan, 


who is the only authentic 
working-class member of the 
government, knows something 
Benn doesn't.

Forest Service officials are 


quick to praise the efforts of 
riverfront property owners to 
preserve the natural beauty. 
Miles of riverfront belong lo 
private or corporate hunting 
and fishing groups dedicated to 
preserving the wilderness, they 
noted. 


Even the two canoe, rental 


firms at Baldwin, the river's 
only commercial 
enterprise 


there, do their part. They 
regularly sent crews downs- 
tream to pick up litter and 
items spilled from overturned 
canoes. 


Visitors 
to 
the 
Pere 


Marquette's upper reaches near 
Baldwin will discover a narrow, 
clear stream so shallow only a 
canoe can navigate it. The river 
itself is seldom as much as 100 
feei Hide. 


At spots, 
Ihe stream is 


shalloxv enough for a grownup lo 
wade without wetting his knees. 
Occasionally, even a canoe's 
six-inch draft is too much and 
the craft scrapes bottom. Still, 
there are deep pools aplenty 
from which startled brown trout 
dart. 


The-Pere Marquette is listed 


by some outdoor magazines as 
among the nation's 10 best Irout 
streams. It also has stcelhead 
and salmon spawning runs in 
spring or fall. Some experts es- 
timate the Pere Marquette 
houses one legal sized brown 
trout for each yard of its bank. 


And. there are miles of bank 


as the stream meanders toward 
its outlel into Lake Michigan 
near Ludington. In fact, canoes 
which pass the front door of one 
house. must travel nearly 10 
minutes before the stream 
brings them past the back door 
of Ihe same dwelling. 


Access lo the river ilself is 


limited to canoes. And canoeists 
have nowhere to land for nearly 
three hours downstream from 
Baldwin. The first spot to land 
without trespassing is Gleason's 
Landing where the. Forest*Ser- 
vice allows camping, picnics 
and swimming.- 


So far, visitors to the Pere 


Marquetle are relatively few 
except on holiday .weekends 
when rangers say they have 
spotted nearly 100 canoes along 
the bank at Gleason's Landing. 


On a sunny Thursday in June, 


only two ca*noes and 
three 


fishermen were spotted on the 
upper river. 


But a state study in 1974 found 


96,000 people visited the river 
and the Foresl Service predicts 
that could increase to 120.000 a 
year by 1985.

Lawmakers Start Year's Busiest

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — 


State lawmakers start their 
busiest week of the year Mon- 
day, with their hacks against 
the wall on a fast-approaching 
deadline for a rollback in the 
state income tax. 


Lawmakers 
must 
act by 


Thursday to block a scheduled 
drop in the tax that leaders say 
would create budgetary chaos in 
the fiscal year starting Oct. I. 


At the same time, the House 


and Senate have scheduled full 
work days to hurry action on 
that very budget. The spending 
hills are predicated on the 


current income tax rate of 4.6 
IHT cent. 


What's coining tack lo'haunl 


lawmakers is a 1975 promise to 
taxpayers that the 4.6 per cent 
income lax enacted at the lime 
would drop to 4.4 per cent on 
July 1,1977. 


The House voted last week to 


block the rollback. 
Despite 


weeks of heavy lobbying by Gov. 
William Milliken and leaders of 
iHith parties, the politically un- 
'popular action garnered only 55 
votes — the minimum needed. 


Now the Senate has the bill, 


and a potential 1978 opponent of 
Republican Milliken has control 
of it 'by virtue of his chair- 


manship of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 


The chairman. Sen. Patrick 


MrOillouj!lr. U-Dearborn. has 
voiced "strong 
reservations 


about blocking the rollback and 
at one point vowed to bottle up 
any such bill in his committee. 


After watching the House vote 


from the gallery 
Thursday, 


Mt-Collough said his skepticism 
remains intact. But he said he'll 
give the hill a hearing this week 
and didn't flatly oppose it. 


The version approved by the 


House would continue the tax at 
4.6 per cent but would reduce it 
to 4.4 per cent on Jan. 1 unless a 
budget stabilization fund is es- 


tablished by that time.

proviso amounts to 


Republican

majority Democrats to create 
the Miiliken-proposed "rainy

Alabamaloverbey said that if 
only 10 per cent of the natural 
gas potential in these rocks is 
recovered, it would amount to 
240 trillion cubic feet of gas a 
year.

'Blow-Ups' Good Reason Not To Speed 


A hot summer afternoon ami 


you're 
driving 
a 
smooth 


concrete highway '— maybe 
even a little over the 55-mile- 
an-hour limit. Without warning, 
there's a broken pavement joint 
ahead. 
Chunks of ragged 


concrete are spread along the 
pavement. You panic — hit the 
brakes!! 


The pavement break is a 


phenomenon known to highway 
engineers as a "blow-up." It 
usually occurs on hot summer 
afternoons. 


Ton!

Michigan Departments State ' 
Highways and Transportation, 
says 391 blow-ups occurred on 
state highways and freeways 


last year. Tliey cost more than 
I400.1HK) in repairs and caused a 
lot of anxious moments for mo- 
torists. 


Concrete expands in summer 


and contracts in winter so en- 
gineers design expansion joints 
in highway's to relieve pressure. 
Blow-ups rarely occur on new- 
highways, but joints on older 
pavement 
sometimes 


deteriorate and become plugged 
witlvdirt and debris, preventing 
normal joint action. Under ex- 
treme pressure brought on by 
high temperatures, cracks ap- 
pear and the joint "blows." 


Usually, the action is gradual, 


but it can occur in minutes. 
Maintenance . crews 
make 


repairs as soon as possible, but 


when traffic is heavy, many 
vehicles may hit the joint before 
it is reported. Blown joints are 
patched with hot concrete that 
dries in five to six hours and 
sometimes, where traffic is 
heavy, with pre-casl sections of 
roadway that can be fitted into 
the pavement in less than two 
hours. Occasionally, a tem- 
porary patch of asphalt is used. 


Although the Michigan high- 


way department — along with 


oilier departments in the nation 
— has experimented with solu- 
tions to blow-ups, no sure cure 
has been found. During the last 
four years, however, a bhnv-up 
prevention program of sawing 
out older deteriorated joints 
where blow-ups could occur, has 
had some success. Blow-ups 
were cut from 1.556 in 1971 to 
last year's 391 —an average of 
one on every' 24 miles of the 
9.440-mile state highway sys- 


tem. In addition, improved 
neoprene 
joint seals 
have 


reduced infiltration by dirt and 
debris, giving longer life to 
joints.
